Prince, to bis friend in this town, dated March 

§, 179!I. 

«© On the 2d inftant. two men of war and a fri- 
gate arrived from France, with two regiments for 
this place— [he General ordered them, the fame 
evening, to proceed to the mole, which they re- 
fufed, faying they were fent, by the National Af- 
fembly, to revenge the injary done the citizens of 
Port-zu-Prince laft July. Colonel Mauduit* 
(who ordered the troops to fire on the people laft 
July) endeavouring, two evening pait, to per- 
fuede his men to oppofe thole pew troops; but 
without fuccefs. Y efterday the citizens demand- 
ed the cclours, which were taken from them on 
the night of the 2gth of July, to be returned— 
This Mauduit complied with, and was compelled, 
by his own regiment, to accompany the colours to 
the committee chamber, from whence they had 
been taken. <A fhout was then raifed to behead 
him, which was execated by one of his own gre- 
nadiers, notwithitanding the efforts to refcue him 
from the enraged foldiery. His clothes were torn 
from his body, his head fixed on a bayonet, and 
his naked body dragged through the itreets, until 
they arrived at his lodgings, which were ioon le- 
velled with the ground. The General and mott 
of the citizens of Sis party have made theis e‘cape, 
aad every thing is in the greatell coniatfion.”’ 

* This unfortunate officer was the Chevalier 
Mauduit Dupleffis, who ferved, with reputation, 
in the late American army.

Unlefs your 
influence, in conjunction with the mercantile, 
prevents it, the intereft of the Council of Appoint- 
ment will be reprefented, inftead of the people ; 
creatures of office, inftead of independent repub- 
licans, may, perhaps, be returned as members. 
With fuch men at hand, it is eafy for the ab/orbing 
interefi to carry any point. The incorporation of 
your body will be oppofed by thefe whe are under 
the influence of this intereft. Thofe who hold 
offices from the Council of Appointment, are 
alienated from your intereft, fince they are depen- 
dent oa the predominating infuence. If they 





promote your confequence, they cannot pleafe 
thofe who with to deprefs you. It is not @ifficdlt 
to afcertain who are in, and who are ott of office. 
Thole who are looking up co the loaves and fithes, 
expecting to be foon entered oa the records of ap- 
pointments, are allio improper objeci$ of your 
choice; foryou can have no fecaiity in fuch men, 
as would ufe your weightenly as a ladder by which 
to. climb into the Legiflature, in order by a tem- 
porifing conduct to recommend themfelves to the 
favour of thofe in power, ‘I'he number of this 
clafs is very confiderable ; they are uledy for the 
molt part, like blanks in the wheel of a lottery ; 
now and then the molt proper among them are pra- 
moted. ‘The buik of them are like futtlers fol- 
lowing an army, always picking up what falls to 
them, whenever any fadden movemens is made. 
it may be afked, how will you know who we jook- 
ing up for appointments? [ anfwer, that a man’s 
uniform attachment to the intercits of the great 
body of the peopie is the bett criterion by which 
to judge ; and this attachment is eafily dilcovered 
in his conduct. A great noife was made againk 
our Aldermen, becaule fome of them were me- 
chanics, and becaufe, as ic was faid, they did nos 
underfiand law well enough to try caufes. But have 
not fome Juftices been appointed lately, who are 
not more of lawyers than cither Gf you, and wha 
it is likely do not pofles more Iegal knowledge 
than the Aldermen ? 

The appoiatments are never publithed officially. 
Two reaions may be offered in juftification of this 
meafure, by the adherents of party; namely, to 
makeacertain powerful interefi flronger, and to 
take ta fome mechanics inorder to lull the ret to 
fleep. Look out, my feilow-citizens, or you will 
be appointed out of houfe and home ; office holders 
will multiply and {warm like mufquitoes on the 
Jericy thore. Did the citizens of New-York pe- 
tition to have Jultices put over them? If they did 
not, how came they to be appointed ?
